Based on telephone interview and fax inquiry, filed 3/3//2006, see page 4 through page 
13, of the remarks, with respect to claims 1 1-14, 17-34, 36-37, 39-53 and 55-60 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive and upon further consideration the 103(a) art rejection of claims 
1 1-14, 17-34, 36-37, 39-53 and 55-60, has been withdrawn. 

5. Claims 11-14, 17-34, 36-37, 39-53 and 55-60 now renumbered as 1-45 is allowed. 
Based on applicant's amendment, claim 1 1 representing claim 51, the closest prior art of 

record (Maurer and Singh) references do not disclose or suggest, among other things, " marking 
salient features of an object with markers for motion tracking, acquiring a plurality of initial 2-D 
images of the object and calculating the 3D locations of the local markers in each action state by 
estimating the orientation and position of the face in each 2-D image of the action state to 
conform to the 3-D and 2-D location of the global markers under a perspective projection model 
and calculating the 3-D locations of the local markers to conform to the estimated orientation and 
position of the face and 2-D location of the markers under a perspective projection model. 

These key features in combination with the other features of the claimed invention are 
neither taught nor suggested by (Maurer and Singh) prior art of record.
